‘First Meeting, March 3, 1913. 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for one year, a Town 
Clerk for one year, a Town Treasurer for one year, Two 
Constables for one year, One Auditor for one year, One Tree 
Warden for one year, One Selectman for three years, One 
Overseer of the Poor for three years, One Assessor for three 
years, One School Committee for three years, One School 
Committee for two years, One Trustee of the Public Library 
for three years, One Water Commissioner for three years, 
One Park Commissioner for three years, One Park Com- 
missioner for one year, Three Hence Viewers for one year. 
Two Field Drivers for one year. Also to vote “Yes” or “No” 
in answer to the question, ‘Shall License for the Sale of In- 
toxicating Liquor be granted in this town?’ All of the 
above to be on one ballot. The polls will be open at 6.15 
A.M., and may be closed at 1.30 P.M.

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Report accepted. 

Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to provide more 
school accommodations, appropriate money for same, and ap- 
point a building committee. 

Voted, unanimous. That $21,000.00 be appropriated to 
build a 4 room brick school house, on the unit plan, on land 
of the town, according to reconimendations of the committee 
made under article 9 of this warrant. 

Voted that the moderator appoint a building committee 
of three. 

Evan F. Richardson, Hatry D. Peck, Harold P. Wil- 
liams, Fred H. Holland. 

Art. 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow a sum 
not exceeding thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00) and to is- 
sue serial notes, bearing interest at four per cent (4 per 
cent), to be paid annually in equal sums, said money to be 
used for the purpose of providing more school accommoda- 
tions. 

Voted, unanimous. That the treasurer be authorized, 
with the approval of the selectmen, to borrow a sum not ex 
ceeding $21,000.00, and to issue serial notes, bearing interest 
at not over 4 1-2 per cent, to be paid annually in equal 
sums, for more school accommodation. 

Art. 12. Tosee if the Town will appropriate the sum of 
$200.00 for the purpose of spraying elms and other Town 
shade trees. 

Voted to appropriate $200 to spray elms and other shade 

.trees, to be expended under direction of the selectmen. 

Art. 13. ‘To see if the Town will appropriate the sum 
of $539.09 authorized by the State, for the Suppression of 
the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths.

Voted, unanimous. That the treasdrer be authorized, 
with the approval of the selectmen, to refund the bridge note 
by issuing four serial notes oi $600.00 each due one each yeaT 
beginning one year from Dec. 1, 1913. 

Art. 29. Toseeif the Town will authorize the Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to refund a note 
of not over $1000.00 to pay the Rotman water loan. The 
said note to be due Jan. 1, 1928, and to be paid from a7sink- 
ing fund established for that purpose. 

Voted, unanimous. ‘That the treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the selectmen, issu a note of not over $1000 00 due 
January 1, 1928, to refund the Rotman note of that sum; and 
that the water commissioners be atithorized to invest their 
sinking funds in this note. 

Art.30. To hear the report of a committee appointed 
under Art. 22, of the meeting of March 4th, 1912, to confer 
with a committee from Medway, on plan of celebration of 
the 200th anniversary of the Town of Medway, also to see if 
the Town will appropriate such a sum of mez<y as May seem 
best to carry out the plans of the celebration. 

Voted. ‘To appropriate $200.00 for use of the committee 
of celebration. 

Voted the moderator appoint a committee of three to 
carry out the vote. 

Evan F, Richardson, M. J. West, L. LaCroix. 

Art. 31. ‘That the Town Treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, be and is hereby authorized to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the taxes of the munici- 
pai year beginning Feb. 1, 1913, to an amount not exceeding 
in the aggregate $18,000.00, and to Issue a note or notes there- 
fore payable within one year; any debt or debts incurred un- 
der this vote to be paid from the taxes of said municipal year.

Art. 11. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer, 
with the approval of the selectmen, to borrow money appro- 
priate under articles 4, 6, 7, 8, 9 and to. 

Voted, unanimous. ‘That the treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the selectmen. be authorized to borrow mouey ap- 
propriated under articles 4, 9 and 10 of this warrant.

Thirth Meeting, August 7, 1913 

Article 1. To hear the report of the park commissioners 
on the matter of a proposed new station at East Millis and 
the release to the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company of a portion of the park, adjoining the location 
of said railroad, extending from Union street to the land of 
the Mellins’ Food Company, and to act in any manner thereon 
or in reference thereto. 

W. WL. Van Kleeck for the commissioners reported, the 
Railroad Co. had submitted a plan satisfactory to all parties 
interested. : 

It was unanimcusly voted. 

Moved: That upon the erection of a new passenger 
station at East Millis, substantially in accordance with plans 
heretofore submitted to the park commissioners, and approved 
by them, or as said plans may be modified with the apporval 
of said commissioners, said commissioners are authorized and 
directed to execute, acknowledge and deliver to the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railroad Company its stuc- 
cessors and assigns, in the name and on behalf of the town, a 
deed or release of so much of the park as in their judgment 
may be neceSsary for the purposes of said railroad company, 
said deed or release to be for a nominal consideration but
